FATE AT WORK 


“When at noon on Thursday | 
learned over the telephone the news 
of the -dreadful crime, I had the 
feeling that the ground had gone 
from under my*feet. Apocalyptic 
visions appeared before my eyes of 
the historic possibilities which might 
have arisen had the cowardly and 
wicked attempt against the people 
of Germany and the whole of 
Europe succeeded. 

“Then the deepest gratitude 
filled my heart. I realised that Pro- 
vidence had stretched out its hand 
to protect the Fuehrer, and enabled 
him to continue his work. There is 
no wickedness which can stop it. 


“ Above all the devilish plans, 
Fate is at work. It gives a 
pointer that this work, though it 
meet with the greatest possible 
difficulties, must, can and will be 
completed. 

“ At 4 p.m. the clique of traitors 
thought that the: way was cleat for 
them to act. The assassin, Colonel 


Stauffenberg, had arrived in Berlin 


in a courier plane, bringing with 
him a false regort that the Fuehrer 
had been killed in the attempt and 
that ihe way was free for these 
ambitious traitors to act.

LASTED AN HOUR 


“They issued an order to the 
Berlin Guard detachment to occupy 
the Government buildings. But they 
had overlooked that the Berlin 
Guard, like all units of the Germa 
armed forces, is composed o 
fanatical National Socialists. . Its 
commander, Major Remer, imme- 
diately got in touch with me. 

“ At that moment the whole con- 
spiracy came to an end, after it had 
lasted about an hour. Major Remer 
was put through on the telephone 
to Hitler, who immediately gave 
him clear and unambiguous orders. 

“The order, therefore, went out: 
*Seize the clique of traitors and 
smash them at once.’ 

“In a few hours the Guards, 
headed by Major Remer, paraded 
before me. I spoke to the 
assembled men and put the facts to 
them briefly and clearly. There was 
an outburst of wrath and indigna- 
tion such as I’ve never before 
witnessed. I shall never forget that 
hour for the rest of my life. 


“Immediately the officers and | 


men took out their automatic 
pistols and equipment and loaded 


NOT A SHOT 


shot having to be fired, the group 
of traitors was overcome, because 
all rose against them as one man. 
By that time they had been dis- 
armed and huddled together in one 
little room, where they had 
desperately been trying to play the 
réle of a government. 

“One general, whose only dis- 
tinction in ‘war was that he had 
tried to sabotage every decision of 
importance, was supposed to be 
their chief. A_Colonel-General, 
who had been relieved of his post 
and sent into retirement, because, 
under the least strain, he used to 
have a nervous breakdown and 
colic, was supposed to have be- 
come the leader of the Reich. The 
criminal assassin, Count Stauffen- 
berg, was the political wire-puller,

COURT-MARTIAL 


“The criminals were tried at a 
court-martial held on the spot. The 
Guards' Battalion carried out the 
executions. In the courtyard below 
ethe plotters met their merited death,

“Spare me the pain of reportin 
still bas sh ere "lea The 
whole plot was really too sordid 
and shameful. 

“1 need not stress that all those 
who have not yet been punished 
will get the punishment they 
deserve. That is the will of the 
‘people and army. Germany must 

cleansed of the last remnants of 
reaction. 

“We cannot forget that the 
Fuehrer, comes from humble 
origins, that he has made available 
the same decorations for officers 
‘and men, and that he formed a 
State in which everybody is valued 
by his achievements rather than by 
his birth. 


HAVING described the proceed- 

ings on July 20th, Dr. Goebbels 
referred to the consequences which 
must follow. 

Stating that new weapons for dif- 
ferent spheres are in preparation 
and shortly will go into use, he said: 
“Thus we have not only caught up 
with the enemy, who had the better 
of us in different fields of arma- 
ment, but have even overtaken him. 

“ We are faced on all fronts,” he 
said, “ by a world of enemies filled 
with hatred, who will despise no 
means, no matter how shameless 
and base, to force us to our knees. 

“In this struggle the Fuehrer is 
like the noble knight who fights 
against death and devil, whom 
Durer has painted. 

“ We must get through this hell 
of difficulties, burdens and 
dangers until we can breathe 
freely again. There is no doubt 
that we shall succeed. We must 
succeed, or else all is lost. 

“ We must not spare our strength. 
The whole nation is willing to 
sacrifice its all, its very all, if neces- 
sary. The Government will de- 
mand of everyone all he can give. 
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“ Action was swift. ‘Without one 


“For months I have noticed in 
the enemy Press hints to the effect 
that they had saved. a special arrow 
which they would shoot at a certain 


certain circles among the German 
generals, and named certain persons, 
who, in fact, have now appeared. 

“This is not the only clue. There 
is the fact that the. attempt was 
committed with explosives made in 
Britain, and that the culprit was 
entangled with the British aristo- 
cracy. 

“IN GOD’S HANDS ” 

“But they miscalculated. They 
misjudged the German people, the 
German soldier, and, above all, the 
National Socialist. 

“After all, they cannot play 
Badoglie with us. And, as far as 
the Fuehrer is concerned, he is in 
God's hands. 

“I have just returned from the 
Fuehrer’s Headquarters, where I 
saw the room in which the attempt 
took place. If the Fuehrer’s escape 
was no miracle, then, there are no 
miracles. 

“The assassin gained access to 
the operation room, where the 
Fuehrer was in ocenference, under 
the pretext that he had to make a 
report. He carried the explosive in 
an attaché case, which he put down 
and pushed to the very feet of the 
Fuehrer, 

“ Colonel-General ‘Korten, who 
was standing immediately behind 
the Fuehrer, was serious wounded, 
and has since died. Everyone else 
who was present was blown out of 
the windows by the explosion and 
i had their uniforms torn to shreds. 

“ There was only one spot in the 
}room which remaisged untouched by 
the explosion, and that was the very 
spot where the Fuehrer stood. The 
desk was thrown across. the room, 
but the Fuehrer remained unharmed, 
apart from slight concussion, burns, 


and a few scratches on his fore- 
head.” 


“NEW GERMAN WEAPONS 
SOON” 


This has not been the case so far. 

“It will be Himmler’s task, not 
only to re-organise- the whole ad- 
ministrative apparatus of the Home 
Army, but also to despatch to the 
front the divisions trained at home, 
and to form and train new divi- 
sions. We have no doubt that 
Himmler, with his accustomed 
energy and thoroughness, will fulfil 
the task as quickly as possible, so 
that the front may return to that 
stability and strength which it will 


_ require in the months to come. 


_ “Speer, the Minister for Muni- 
tions, has increased industrial out- 
oe to a truly astonishing extent. 
he enemy’s air attacks have not 
only done no serious damage to 
our industry, but they have even 
failed to hamper its intensification, 
which has not: yet reached its 
climax. 

“ But for all this we need man- 
ower.. The young men who leave 
industry for the fronts must be 
replaced. It is necessary, there- 
fore, to make still greater use of 
German manpower and strength. 
We can do it. Totak war is what 
the hour demands. 


DIFFICULTIES 


Dr. Goebbels explained his task 
as “Reich Trustee of Total 
Mobilisation,” and went on: 

“I do not shun the difficulties, I 
refuse to be frightened. I know 
that I can count on the co-opera- 
tion of the whole nation. I shall 
not be swayed by either personal or 
class considerations. 

“I do not believe that morale 
will deteriorate. On the contrary, 
it will receive an enormous im- 
pulse. I am sure the millions who 
are listening to me will say, “ Yes, 
this is so,’ 

“If our enemies fancy that we 
are now at our last gasp, then they 
will discover to their sorrow that 
we are only now beginning: in 
earnest. As a consequence of the 
new measures, the situation on the 
fronts, and more especially on the 


| Eastern Front,. will soon undergo a 
| change, and that definitely in our 


favour. 


NEW DEVICES 


“The results of the far-reaching 
developments we have been .work- 
ing on will make themselves felt 
more and more concretely on all the 
war fronts.

Substitute 
Cooking Fuel 
At £36 a Ton 


(CHARCOAL at £36 per ton 
appears to be the only satis- 
factory alternative to anthracite for 
use in anthracite burning cookers. 
Those who do not feel like pay- 
ing this amount must let their 
cookers go out at the end of this 
month, when the current rationing 
period ends, if they have no re- 


-serves of anthracite, or unless the 


expected statement from the Minis- 
try of Supplies, which is due at the 
end of this week, contains news of 
a further allocation of the coal. 

No hint of what the statement 
might contain was given by an 
official of the Department, who 
spoke to an J/rish Times reporter 
yesterday, and “ Wait and see ” was 
the only comment he would make. 

This figure of £36 per ton for 
charcoal, according to the Depart- 
ment, is the maximum controlled 
price as’ laid down in the Emer- 
gency Control of Prices (No. 173) 
Order, 1943, for graded wood char- 
coal, of which there are ample sup- 

lies available. The reasons given 
or the high price are the expense 
of production, and the. enormous 
amount of wood needed to produce 
the charcoal, combined with the 
wastage in the process. 

Charcoal is produced all over the 
country. Nevertheless, a  con- 
siderable. number of anthracite 
cookers will continue burning dur- 
ing August, even failing a farther 
allocation of fuel, for, as a member 
of a firm dealing in these cookers 
said, in spite of the price, plenty of 
people were laying. in stocks of 
charcoal. i 

Two tons of anthracite are con- 
sumed in the year by a cooker, and 
at £5 per ton (the present price o 
anthracite), the running ‘cost is, 
therefore, £10. per annum, as 
opposed to £72 per year on char-

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CLOSING ON 
FLORENCE 


One tank and infantry spearhead 
is within 2 miles of San jano, 
which is 8 miles south of Florence, 
while leading elements are little 
more than that distance from 
Florence itself.

On the Arno front, between 
Florence and the sea, the Germans 
are increasing their artillery, mortar 
and nebelwerfer fire against Fifth 
Army troops, who have occupied 
San Romano and San Miniato, 18 
miles south-west of Florence. The 
Germans are still shelling the por- 
tion of Pisa south of the Arno, and 
are turning mortar, fire on likely 
points for river crossings. 

Polish and Italian troops cn the 
Adriatic coast are also sending out 
patrols, and there have been ex- 
changes of artillery fire. 

A German News Agency corre- 
spondent said that the British have 
started their new major attack in 
this Adriatic coastal sector. So far 
t'..re are no details about the course 
of the fighting. : 

The s-“ne correspondent said that 
the Germans withdrew from two to 
three miles to the north along 
the Pogibonsi-Florence and Monte- 
varchi-Florence roads. British 
attacks on both sides of these lines 
of communication were resumed 
yesterday morning.—(Reuter.)

Faced 
with the physical and moral 
débris of a struggle that is with- 
out precedent in human history, 
will they be forced to have resort 
to mere methods of trial and 
error; or can it be that at least 
the framework of a new and less 
insecure social’ order already is 
discernible over the smoke- 
screened horizon of peace? Are 
there not already visible signs to 
encourage the hope that the 
present upheaval may find its 
compensation in the release of 


fears and disablements? Difficult 
as these questions may be to 
answer, there is at least one thing 
that may be said with confidence. 
It is that, amid all the distractions 
and stresses of world war, states- 
men have found time and oppor- 
tunities to grapple not alone with 
the possible outlines, but with 
the practical applications of 
principles to the organisation of a 
new international and social order. 
Never—even in the piping times of 
peace—have the minds and activi- 
ties of political thinkers, of 
economists and of sociologists, 
been addressed more ardently to 
social problems than they have 


world war. Never has there been 
‘@~ readier public response to 
i demands for sweeping reforms, 
and never a greater measure of 
agreement that there will be no 
return to conditions in which 
men and women had to submit 
themselves to the merciless decrees 
of commerce and orthodox 
finance. For the first time in 
history, statesmen have come to 
realise that peace, no less than 
war, is indivisible; that poverty 
and serfdom in One part of the 
world cannot continue to exist 
side by side with prosperity and 
freedom in another. Thus state- 
craft, as it has been used to estab- 
lish national prestige and class 
rivilege, gives place to a wider 
international outlook and to a 
régime in which real human 
values may gain some adequate 
degree of recognition. 

Where—it may be asked—is 
the evidence on which to found 
such hopes of a new and more 
stable international and social 
order? Let us mention just a 
few points. Set in motion by the 
Beveridge social-security . report, 
and by the insistent demands of 
bodies of civic reformers for 
comprehensive planning legisla- 
tion, the British Government has 
responded with searching official 
inquiries into the root causes of 
ill-health, unemployment and 
poverty. To-day the results of 
these investigations are made 
known in a series of parlia- 
mentary bills and White Papers, 
any one of which would have 
given rise to acute controversy 
five years ago. To-day the prin- 
ciples of all these proposals—for 
full employment, for State 
medical services, for organised 
social security, for improved 
standards of housing and for 
national and regional planning 
in its many manifestations—have 
been accepted by all political 
parties. Such differences as 
remain to be reconciled are those 
of detail, and there is the notable 
fact that public and parliamentary 
opinion tends rather to the 
widening than to the narrowing of 
such breaches with tradition and 
precedent. Then, if we look 
further afield, there.is the agree- 
ment, reached by the representa- 
tives of forty-four nations at 
Bretton Woods last week, for the 
establishment of a World Bank 
and International Money Fund 
as new economic bonds be- 
tween countries who hitherto 
have pursued independent — 
and often mutually destruc- 
tive—financial policies. In that 
achievement, even if taken 
alone, there lies sufficient evidence 
of the progress that has been made 
since Lord Keynes—chief archi- 
tect of the Bretton Woods agree- 
ment—was a voice crying in the 
economic wilderness of twenty- 
five years ago. To what extent 
and in what ways—let us pause 
to inquire—are these new and 
surging world movements away 
from the pre-war order likely to 


the economic organisation of this 
country? What evidence is there 
that our political leaders are get- 
ting ready to bring our economy 
into line with a new world order? 
Have they begun 'to realise that 
the first step to inevitable and 
far-reaching changes is to evoke 
a lively and informed public 
opinion on issues that must 
sink deeply into the present 
foundations of our social and 
economic structure? Have they 
even considered the White Paper 
‘method of educating and evok- 
ing public opinion; or can it

through Kohima to the railhead 
at Dimapur—a vital link during 
the rainy season—and of the 
secondary road to Silchar. Their 
opponents, on the other hand, 
must rely on the jungle roads. 
The measure of the Allied success 
in this area, however, is the con- 
tinued progress of General Stil- 
well further to the north-east. The 
Japanese attack on Kohima was 
designed, in the main, to cut 
the railway line which, running 
through Dimapur to Ledo, in 
north-eastern Assam, fed «the 
Chinese and American Armies in 
their thrust towards Myitkyina. 
If it had succeeded, General 
Stilwell’s. operations would have 
been impeded, if not wrecked. 
As matters stand, however, his 
forces have been able to reach 
Myitkyina, and open the way for 
the engineers, who, moving in the 
wake of the army, have been con- 
structing a road southwards from 
Ledo. Probably, in the original 
plan, it was hoped to capture 
Myitkyina before the rains. The 
stubborn resistance of the Japanese 
defenders has frustrated that 
design; but Mogaung has fallen, 
and in the nature of things 
Myitkyina must be taken soon. 
Meanwhile, it is reported that 
patrols of Chinese from 
the army fighting in the 
Salween iver district have 
made contact already with 
General Stilwell’s troops. It may 
not be long before the Burma 
Road and the Ledo Road are 
joined together, and a land link 
to Chungking established for the 
first time since the Japanese in- 
vasion of Burma, The relief to 
China cannot come too soon. 
Her economic plight is rapidly 
becoming desperate; and, mili- 
tarily, she seems unable to with- 
stand the pressure of renewed 
Japanese onslaughts.. The offen- 
sive in Hunan appears to be 
going “according to plan,” and 
the fall of Hengyang would be 
no surprise at any time; while 
the advance in Honan, believed 
to be.directed at Chungking itself, 
is making progress—assisted, it is 
said, by dissension between 
General Chiang Kai-shek and 
the Communists of Northern 
China. Only the opening of the 
new supply route, it seems, can 
turn the Japanese to retreat. .

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TRAVEL PERMITS FOR 


CATTLE TRADE 


ig will be only a short time until 

those engaged in the Irish cattle 
trade will be able to travel to 
England to carry on their business, 
Mr. T. Fleming, secretary of the 
committee of the Irish Livestock 
Exporters’ and Traders’ Association, 
said at a meeting in Dublin, when 
the question of the renewal of pass- 
ports was brought up by some of 
the members. 

Mr. Fleming said that he had 
been in touch with the Passport 
Office, and had been given to under- 
stand this. The office had a list of 
men who held passports for the 
purpose of travelling to England, 
and only those would be given re- 
newals. 

Some of the passports were on 
a one-month and others on a three- 
month basis. The Committee were 
endeavouring to get all the pass- 
ports on a three-month basis. 

English dealers had been affected 
also, and since the travel ban was 
imposed some months ago they have 
had to get agents to buy on their 
behalf in this country. As this is 
considered unsatisfactory by them, 
they have been making representa- 
tions, too, to the ‘British Govern- 
ment.

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” CONTROL OF CATTLE- 


DISEASES 


The belief that nearly all diseases 
now causing heavy financial loss to 
British farmers could be brought 
under control by ‘suitable homeo- 
pathic treatment was expressed by 
a Kent dairy farmer, Captain G. 
C. Morton, at the annual meeting 
of the British Homeopathic Asso- 
ciation in London yesterday. 

Describing a  homeeopathic pre- 
paration he used, he said; “1 have 
used it with unbroken success for 
seven years, not having a reactor to 
any test, Government or otherwise, 
made within this period.” 

It had been authoritatively stated 
that nearly half. the cattle in the 
United Kingdom were infected with 
bovine tuberculosis, and that the 
average milk life of a da cow 
was only 24 years. He had cows 
of 12 and 13 years still milking 
well. Many other farmers had 
adopted. the treatment, and he 
quoted letters from several whose 
experience had been simular to his 
‘own.’ He had no doubt that foot- 
and-mouth disease infection could 
be prevented by treatment on 
similar lines.

City of London 


Air raid damage and other causes 
have reduced the rateable value of 
the City of London—the famous 
“Square Mile”—by one-quarter of 
the 1939 value, and an even greater 
ratio, of building land is involved. 
This was revealed when the Court 
of Common Council met this after- 
noon to consider the long-awaited 
report for post-war development 
presented by the Improvements and 
Town Planning Committee. Areas 
intimately associated with certain 
trades; such as book publishing, 
have been virtually razed to the 
ground, but the majority of busi- 
nesses displaced have continued to 
trade where they could, often per- 
force outside the city.
